lic i-elations campaign does 
not look like the answer.”

to the local .Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Medical Association 
as kickbacks 

Further research has dis¬ 
covered that a doctors’ mu¬ 
tual fund company. Doctors 
Guild, has requested an ok 
from the California Insui- 
ance Commissioner to oper¬ 
ate at far below crisis pre¬ 
mium levels. Doctors’ Guild 
had commissioned an inde¬ 
pendent national actuarial 
firm to do a statistical study 
of the necessary premiums 
to establish a mutual insur¬ 
ance company. The rates 
were discovered to range 
from a high of $9,193, as 
compared to about $.30,000 
for Travelers Ins.ur a n c e 
Companv, to a low of about 
$300! Matching paymen t ‘ 
would be required the first 
year to build a fund base, 
also. 

Glickman concluded. 

“Looking at what the Doc¬ 
tors’ Guild has done for the 
individual doctor, and com 
paring the California Medi¬ 
cal Associaiont’s activities, it 
is ouite easy to see that the Department 
CM.A, acting as he AMA’s 
puppet, is only interested in 
its kickback payments, not 
the individual doctors.”

Denial of these rights 
without good cause is a mis¬ 
demeanor under Penal Code 
Section 279B which states:

The penalty for this mis¬ 
demeanor is a term in the 
county jail for a period of 
not exceeding six months or 
a fine not to exceed $500, or 
both. 

If the. police, after investi¬ 
gation, find the rights are 
not being withheld for good 
cause, they will then take 
the case to the prosecuting 
agency which then decides 
whether or not to issue a 
complaint, the District At¬ 
torney explained. 

If the misdemeanor takes 
place in the City of Los An¬ 
geles, the City Attorney 
handles the case. If it oc¬ 
curs outside the city, it may 
be handled by the IXstrict 
Attorney’s Office in those 
areas where the D.A.’s Of¬ 
fice handles misdemeanor 
prosecutions. 

“I urge all parents who 
feel they have justifiable 
cause for complaint to avail 
themselves of these reme¬ 
dies,” Van de Kamp said. 

“It should be made clear 
that support payments can 
not legally be withh e 1 d 
merely because.of a suspen¬ 
sion of visitation rights. 

“I am very sympathetic to 
those persons who find 
themselves in the situation 
of not being allowed to sec 
their children. 

“I must, however, caution 
them that they must be able 
to prove that their rights 
are being wihheld without 
good cause before a crim¬ 
inal complaint can be is¬ 
sued. It is my hope that 
parents will willingly under¬ 
take their responsibilities to 
their children. 

“In those cases where 
they do not, my office will 
prosecute them to the full 
extent of the law.”

We certainly do believe 
you when you say that it is 
difficult for women to move 
into the work force when 
they are middle-aged, and 
have no current job skills." 

There are thousands of wo¬ 
men experiencing these prob¬ 
lems right now in California. 

These women are very 
often without any regular 
source of income; they are 
ineligible for categori c a 1 
welfare assistance: they are 
subject to the highest un¬ 
employment rate of any sec¬ 
tor of the work force; they 
face continuing discrimina¬ 
tion in employment because 
they are older and have no 
recent paid work experience.

Superman Needed! 

A Special Justice Officer to coordinate Los Angeles 
County’s massive justice system of law enforcement 
agencies, probation department, public tJefender’s office, 
prosecuting agencies and courts has been proposed by 
Supervisor Kenneth, Hahn. 

“The justice system at present is in trouble,” Hahn 
said i,n introducing the idea before the Board of Super 
visors. 

“Vacancies have only just been filled for vitally 
needed judges in juvenile court. 

“The sheriff is asking the Board of Supervisors to 
supply funds for 969 more deputy sheriffs and other per¬ 
sonnel at a co.st of $18 million per year. 

“The Superior Court is asking for 29 more judges at 
a cost of $1,30,000 a year for civil eburt and $280,000 per 
year each for criminal court when supporting staff are 
adcied in. 'rti.e total cost could be $6 million per year. 
Construction cost for each .new courtroom is $300,000.” 

Last year alone, Los Angeles County suffered a re¬ 
cord 1,015 murders, Hahn added. 

There were .342,461 cases handled in the juvenile, 
superior and misdemeanor criminal cxrurts in 1974. 

There were .547,749 arre.sts by all law enforcement 
agencies in 1974, he said. 

There were 111,756 burglaries in Los Angeles County 
during 1974. Those arrested for committing the crime 
totaled 22.861. But only 215 people were sent to prison. 

“This means the odds of a person committing a bur¬ 
glary and being sent to prison are one in 519, or less 
than two-tenths of one per c«nt,” Hahn said. 

“Only 86 of the 15,865 juveniles arrested for bur¬ 
glary during 1974 were .sent to the California Youth Auth¬ 
ority.” 

Chief of Police Ed Davis has identified 850 juveniles 
who committed 10,000 crimes. 

“Police arrested a man in the last few days who they 
believe committed 5,000 auto thefts,” Hahn said. 

There were 168 juveniles arre.sted for committing 103 
murders la.st year. 

The Public Commi.ssion on County Government re- 
proted only 29 p<“r cent of the persons arre.sted on felony 
charges in 1-os An-geles Coonty during 1974 were pro.se- 
cuted for felonies. In tlie remainder of the state, 70 jMjr 
cent of the felony arrests led to felony prosecutions. 

Hahn believes a .Speciai Ju.stice Officer is neeiied to 
fix responsibility and to draw the massive justice system 
together in order to make the .streets and homes of Lers 
Angeles safe again. 

“Sucii an officer is needed to efetermine whether we 
are heading lor fi.scal badkruptcy,” Hahn .said. 

“It is .ncsKied to end the bureaucratic tug of war 
i.f department heads in the justice system each trying to 
get the prai.se for what is good and blaming others for 
what is bad.” 

County governmc'nt spencls $-100 million evt'ry yc*ar 
on its ju.stice .sysUmi. Ln addition, the citiers of the county 
pay for their ix)lice forces, ‘Hahn explained. 

“What is needed is a prestigious Sirecial Ju.stice 
Officer to rep;>rt directly to the Board of Supervi.sors with 
the assignment of coordinating Los Angeles County’s 
enlii>' justice sy.stem,” Hahin .said. 

“Such an officer would not lx* a substitute for the 
role of District Attorney or for cfecisions of individual 
judges in the cs>urtriK)m. 

“Hc' wouldn’t be a policeman and wouldn’t be a pro¬ 
bat i.wi officer. He wx)uldn’t lie a public defcvndc'r in c-ourt." 

But, Hahn said, the Special Justice Ofifeer would: 

— Investi-gate and reiKirt to the Board of Supervi.sors 
on the breakdown of law enf.iicemont and tlio entire 
justice .system in Los Angeles County. 

— Determine wliat ju.stice agencies of tlic ceunty 
are tailing or are in need of assi.stance in order to greatly 
reduie crime. 

— In coojx'r.ition with the Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer review the budget requests of efepartments in the 
justice and c-rimial judicial .system. 

— Have the rc'.six;‘nsibility of bringing togc'ther all 
functions of the jiustice .system in order to guarantee 
speedy trials and to eliminate backlog in the judicial 
system. 

Dtwelop simple and direct, cemmon semse reorgani¬ 
zations In the Ju.stice system. 

— Bc' an ombudsman for any department of the 
county which isn’t receiving full eexjperation from an¬ 
other for running efficiently and effcx-tively. 

— Have the goal of reducing adult and juvenile 
crime by a maj >r degree during 1976. 

County supervi.sors a.sked the County’s Judicial Pro¬ 
cedures and Delinquency and Crime Commission to re¬ 
view the idea of a Special Justice Officer. 


Gang Killingsi 

At the January 8 meeting of the Los Angeles County 
Commission on Youth, Lt. Gerald .Rubly of the Detective 
St'.vices Bureau, Six-.-ial Units Division, explained the 
new gaag program currently underway at the direction of 
Sheriff Pitche.ss, Lt. Rubly first explained that there has 
been a ix'rennial lack of communication between the 
Slieriff's office and Probation. Hc stated that botli are 
working towaref the .same thing — Probation deals with 
ihc.v to help the pcr.son get hack In the community, while 
the jxjli.e work to k<>ep the offenders out of the com¬ 
munity. Both are working to protect the community. 

Lt. Rubly went on to explain tlie Slieriff’s program. 
He .stated that there was nothing unusual or outstanding 
about it. Fifty officers at eight stations, tho.se .stations 
with the highe.st gang activity, will be involved. The 
pr.igram will consist of two phases: In phasi' one, fifty 
officers who know what is gong on and work well wdth 
the (Ommunity will be chosen. He emphasizedi tliat the.se 
will be experience! officers who relate w'cll to the com 
munity .situation. Pha.se two consists of .setting up a 
.system in tlie outlying cities that are drawing on the 
resources of otlier agencies and groups w'orking effectively 
in the field, like the Department of Community Services 
and the Attorney General, in an effort to deal with the 
problem county-wide. Lt. Rubly stated that there were 
,38 gang killings i.n Los Angeles County la.st year, so 
tliey are looking to any program that W'orks. He admitted 
1‘hat they are not intending to eliminate gangs cntiiely 
but felt that a ckmcerted program like this could save 
many lives when the streets get hot and feelings are 
running hi.gh. 

He stated that the police often antagonize the sit-ua- 
ton by hassellng the wrong people when gang activity is 
-high. This is the result of having inexperienced police 
in the area.
